The Office Action indicates that Claims 1-49 are pending in the Application, 
Claims 18-31 are allowed, Claims 1, 32, 36, 37, and 39-42 are rejected, and Claims 2-17, 33-35, 
38, and 43-49 are objected to. 
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The Applicants note, however, that in the Preliminary Amendment, Claims 1, 3, 30-32, 
34-35, 39, 41, and 43-49 were amended, and Claims 18-29, 33, 36-38, 40, and 42 were canceled. 
Accordingly, subsequent to the entry of the Preliminary Amendment, Claims 1-17, 30-32, 34, 35, 
39, 41, and 43-49 remained and do remain pending in the Application. Applicants further note 
that the Office Action dated April 28, 2005, reflects the entry of the Preliminary Amendment and 
the corresponding amendments to the listing of claims. 

The objections, rejections, and notice of allowable subject matter contained in the Office 
Action dated September 14, 2005 do not properly reflect the above amendments as having been 
made to the listing of claims. Accordingly, the Applicants submit that the Office Action dated 
September 14, 2005, is defective. 

It is respectfully requested that a corrected copy of the aforementioned document be 
mailed to the Applicants, and that the period for response be restarted as of such mailing date.
